posed to have perished.

o'clock came the final shock, the 
most severe of all, and it is feared 
that the loss of life by th is was

heavier than the 
preceding 
disaster.

buildings collapsed along Market 
street and water front and quickly 
burned. 
All of them contained 
victims whose identity passed 
away with the ashes of the build­ 
ings.
